tho Assistant Judge hero, are the firat of 
the kind which have been brought be- 
fore an English Court; at all events 
‘no similar cases were referred to during 
the proceedings. We shall refer to the 
latter suits only The. facts are briefly 
these. Four Japanese sailors shipped 
on board the Binnie Burrell at New 
York for a voyage which, according 
to the Articles, was to extend to 
Shanghai and the return to England. 
‘The wages were stated in the Articlea 
as one shilling a month for the first 
seventy-eight days, and a sum in 
dollars which may be assumed to be 
£2 5/ a month for the remainder 
of the voyage. Soon after tho ar- 
rival of the ship in this port one of 
the Japanese sailors applied in HD. 
Civil Summary Court, that the Captain 
should be called on to show cause why 
the contract entered into in New York 
should not be rescinded, in the terms of 
section 8 of the 481d and 44th Victoria 
cap. 16, From the evidence given in 
the suit of one of the sailors, which was 
taken as a test case of the other three, 
it appeared that the mon were shipped 
in New York through the agoncy of 
boarding-honse keeper, that they went 
to the English Consulate there, where an 
official told them that there would beno 
advance given and that the wages would 
be $11 or sometimes $12 a month, They 
stated they knew nothing of the stipula~ 
tion in the Articles which said that their 
wages wore to be onlya sbilling a month 
for 78 days, Tho plaintiff in tho 
firet case admitted that the Articles 
had been explained by some one in the 
shipping office, supposed to be the 
Vice-Consul, but the explanation then 
given did not inform them that their 
wages wero to bo less than £2.5/ 
a month, The sailors were not told, 
the first witness said, by the official in 
the New York shipping office that they 
were only to receive a shilling a month 
for the first 78 days, and never agreed 
to the reduction. ‘The evidence of the 
Japanese who were examined in Court 
hangs together as to all this, Bat on 
the back of the Articles the English 
Vige-Consul wrote the following cer- 
tificate :— 

“Thereby certify that I have sanc- 
tioned the engagement of * * * (hore 
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follow the names of the men)—upon 
the terms mentioned in the agreement. 
I have ascertained and am satisfied 
that they fully understand the said 
agreoment, and that they have signed 
the same in my presence.” 

It was on this certificate that theCapt. 
of the ship tounded his refusal tothe con- 
tract between himself and the Japanese 
sailors being rescinded, and to their 
discharge here, with payment of the 
fall wages of £2 5/ a month for tho 
time they had served. It was on this 
cortificate that the Counsel for the Cap- 
tain mainly relied, when contending in 
the second action that the Magistrate 
should not adbere to the decision he 
had given in the first, that the contract 
should bo set aside. 

‘The only evidence offered on the 
part of the plaintiffs was their own, 
and this was attempted to bo inyali- 
dated by the production of Strong, a 
witness, in the second suit, who testified 
that he had been present when the 
Articles wore explained to the Japanese 
sailors in the British Shipping Offico in 
Now York, and that he understood 
the stipulation for the reduced wages 
for 78 days. But this witness did 
not know whether the two Japa- 
nese who were present at the time 
comprehended the explanation of the 
Articles which was then given, The 
evidence of this sailor only proved that 
the Articles had been read, and ex- 
plained in some sort of way to himself 
and the Japanese who were about to 
ship in the vessel. The plaintiffs stated 
that they never understood, from what 
passed in the British Consulate in New 
York, that their wages for the first 
sevonty-eight days wore to be only a 
shilling @ month, nor do they appear 
to have received more enlightenment 
from tke reading and explanation of 
the Articles which Strong said the Cap- 
tain had givon when the ship was at 
ses. According to their own state- 
ments the Japaneso know nothing of 
the shilling a month wages until 
one of thom applied for his discharge 
in the Shipping Office here. Strong, 
tho witnoss, explained under cross. 
examination from the Counsel for tho 
Japanese, why the wages were to 
be a shilling a month for the same 
term of days in his own case, which 
is doubtless a representative one in 
respect of a large number of sailors in 
more ports than New York. He owed 
money there toa boarding-house keeper 
and required an outfit, being pretty 
nearly destitute, and the Captain paid 
his bill for board and found him in 
some necessary articles and a chest. 
Although very little was said in Court 
to indicatethat theJapanesereceived ad- 
vances from the Captain or the ship, we 
may take it for granted that something 











of the kind had taken place, and the 
reduction in wages for the first part of 
the voyage wastorecover these amounts. 

The well meant legislation of Con- 
gress, intended to save sailors from the 
clutches of boarding-house keepers and 
others who prey on them, has probably 
originated the shilling a month dodge, 
and we dare say the Captain or Agents 
of the Minnie Burrell only tollowed what 
has become a practice in New York. 
Great as the evils are which crimps and 
other predatory personsin seaport towns 
inflict on sailors, such stringent legis- 
lation as this of Congress may introduce 
other injuries on seamen, large num- 
bers of whom, unfortuuately, squander 
their wages as soon as they receive 
them. So long as it is the sailor's 
nature or custom so to do, they will 
ran in debt somewhere, and a law 
which prohibits them from working, 
and thereby clearing themselves from 
debt, seems neither wise nor politic, 
nor in tho interest of the prodigals it 
is intended to protect. Unless Con- 
gross wiohos to have always a nnm. 
ber of absolutely destitute sailors in 
American ports, or cau legislate so 
as to make it certain that Jack will 
desert the tavern for the Savings 
Bank, and be preternaturally prudent 
while in port, seamen will want ad- 
vances, and there should be a way de- 
vised by Congress by which all seamen 
may receive them on fair terms. The 
decision of the Magistrate will draw 
attention to this, aud will, we trust, 
causo Captains who ship crews in 
American ports to remember the law, 
for it bas been shown that no evasion 
of the American law will be supported 
by the Court here. The Magistrate in 
setting aside the Consular certificate 
probably knew that these are granted 
protty much as a matter of form, and 
his decision in this respect will do 
good if it leads to greater care being 
taken by British Officials to see 
that Articles are understood by sea- 
men, especially such as have only au 
imperfect knowledge of English. We 


do not feel at all’ certain that the | yj; 


Japanese did not understand from the 
first that a reduction would be made 
from their wages, in order to repay the 
Captain or ship for advances of somo 
kind which were made to them, but if 
they did receive money in New York, 
the British Court could not assist in its 
recovery in the face of the clear terms 
of the American Act, which the Articles 
were intended te evade.

been looked after with more disoretion 
and ability than during Mr. O’Conor’s 
disobarge of the daties of Ohargé 
@Afaires in the Capital; and while 
looking after the interests of his country- 
men be has at the same time maintained 
what we may call the traditionary 
dignity of diplomacy. There can bo 
little doubt that it ic

THE CUSTOMS QUARTERLY RETULNS. 
Tue Statistical Departmont of the Inm-| 
perial Maritime Customs sends out its | 
yellow-covered mossengers with aufuil- | 
ing regularity, aud the appearance of | 
the Returns for the second quartor | 
warns us that autumn is near at hand. |

The table printed at the end of this 
article shows that the second quarter of 
1886 has beou one of the “short tacks” 
made by the trade; for, if it had not 
been for the unusually early opening of 
the Focchow tea season this yeur, the 
total collection of dues aud duties 























would have given a deficiency as com-

explain, * Sha aa shows the heaviest 
deficiency ; and this is due to the fall- 
ing off in imports and the injary to 
the opium trade which was detailed in 
the letter from the opium importers to 
Sir Joln Walsham, which appeared in 
our eolamus not long since. Ranning 
brie@y through the separate returns 
from the various ports and arresting 
our progress only at those which 
show some remarkable difference, wo" 
find that the three northern poris 
gave a considerably diminished ool. 
Ivotion this year: the falling-off in 
Newchwang was in the export duty on 
the great staples, bean-oake, bean-oil, 
beans and wild silk. In Tientsin, the 
great decline (nearly Tis. 80,000) was 
in the opium daty, bat all the other 
items show a decline, which is not so 
remarkable when we remember that 
the second quarter of 1885 saw the 
virtual re-opening of the port after the 
French check to trade. In Chefoo 
there was a fulling-off in everything 
but the export duty. The inorease at 
Ichang was due to au improvement in 
the exports, chiefly in medicines and 
white wax. Hankow shows a slight 
decline in receipts for whiol the const 
trade aud transit duties are mainly 
responsible; tho export duty, whioh is 
the mainstay of this great tea port, 
being almost exactly the samo iu the 
two quarters auder comparison, © Iu 
Kinkiang, the gain reported is due to 
the Inrger export of tea this year; aud 
in Wuhu to the enormous shipments of 
rice which aggregated 720,000 piouls 
in 1886 against 62,000 in 1885. The 
import of piece goods into Wabu this 
yoar, duo partly no doubt to the de- 
tuand for rico for export, was nonrly 
double that of any former year, Chine 
kiang shows ulso a satisfactory ine 
crease, also due to the enlianced export 
of rice which roso from 12,000 piculs 
ast, to 243,000 this, yoar. There 
was also a fair inorense in tho import 
vE pivco goods into this Gato of the 
Yangtzo, We have already alladed 
to the deoline in the import of 
picee-goods into Shanghai; the total 
import for the quarter of piece goode, 
colton and woollen, includivg dozene of 
handkerchiefs and piculs of yarn wae 
4,305,000 pieces against 4,460,000 ia 
1885; in which it is to be noticed that 
the total this year is still muoh higher 
than the average of the Inst three years, 
aud that American cottons and yarn 
show a steady increase. Lead, iron, 
aud kerosene oil give large increases, 
and the ovllection has also been helped 
by the export of rice, which amounted 
to no less than 1} million picule, 
againet an average of 180,000 pioula 
for the three previous years. ‘The de. 
clino in Ningpo is chiefly due to the 
falling-off in the opiam daty, the import 
of the drug for the quarter having fallen 
from 2,825 piouls in 1885 to 2,105 
piouls in 1886. Weéuchow continues to 
progress steadily bat enrely. Foochow, 
as we have glready remarked, bae 
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saved the quarter by the early opening 
of her tea-market, the export duties 
paid amounting to Tis, 568,000, against 
179,000 in 1885, the gain being 
all on tea and timber: the opium daty 
Ave some assistance too, the import for 
the quarter being 1,368 picals agaiust 
928 piouls in 1885, ‘Tamsui gives a 
satisfactory increase, for which the ex- 
port duties are chiefly responsible, the

BATOUM. 


Tux declaration by Russia that Batoum 
would no longer be regarded as a Free 
Port engaged a good deal of atten- 
tion in Europe in the week before the 
Inat mail left. ‘Cho gonoral eleotion in 
Euglaud overshadowed everything else, 
but the leading London jouruals were 
the action 
of Rassin, Daring the Congress at 
Berlin in 1878, tho port of Batoum 
occupied much of the delibergtions of 
tho Plenipotentiaries. It had been an- 
conditionally ceded to Ri by the 
Trenty of San Stephane, which the 
majority of the Grent Powers had set 
aside. Lord Beaconsfield and Lord 
Sulisbury were determined that it 
should not fall unconditionally into the 
hands of Russia, and Prince Bismarck 
shared their viewe, and very atrongly 
supported their policy. After con- 
siderable discussion, and after Lord 
Beaconsfield had shown that be was 
determined not to give way, the 59h 
article of the ‘Irealy was agreed to, 
It is as follows:—"His Majesty the 
Emperor of Russia declares that it is 
his intention to constitute Batoum » 
free port, essentially commercial.” The 
phraseology is unfortunately as loose 
fas it well could be, and was understood 
to have been hastily adopted by the 
plonipotenti who wore glad to 
avail of any escape from what threatened, 
if the Buglish plenipotentiaries remained 
firm, to wreck tho Congress, Lord 
Salisbury in the protocol declared that 
“if the acquisition of Batoum bad beeu 
maintained under conditions which 
would mennce the liberty of the Black 
Sea, England could not have taken 
the engagement towards tho other 
Earopean Powers to interdict to 
horself tho entry of that sea. Bat 
Batoum having been declared a free 
and commercial port, the English Go- 
vernment will not decline (o renew 
their engagements under the modifica- 
tions imposed by the decisions already 
taken at the Congress.” Thus the 
status quo as regards the Straits was 
made by the Englieh plenipotentiaries 



































directly conditional ow Batoum being 
declared a free port by Russia, It 
follows, as the Times says, “that if 
the declaration is now to be revoked, 
England will be ipso facto relieved of 
the collateral obligation to respect the 
status quo ns regards the Straits, aud will 
recover her entire liberty of action in 
that respect,” Russia had given uns 
official notice to Germany aud Austria 
of her intention to set the obligation ele 
inourred at Borliu iu respect of Batouas 
altogether aside, and it is evident from 
the telegrams we have received during 
the last few weeks tbat Lord Rosebery 
had awakeued before leaving office to a 
sense of the necessity of meeting the 
Russian designs with some diplomatic 
action, It would also seem from the 
telegrams concerning affairs in Mace 
douia, (hat the suspicious which were 
entertained in Enrepo that Russia had 
designs beyond the mere closing of 
Batoum, were well founded, It would 
also appear a fair inference that Russia 
had timed her declaration about the port, 
choosing an interval when England, did 
ot possess a Government capable of take 
ing strong action, as the elections were 
in progress, aud Mr. Gladstone and 
his colleagues wore discredited by tho 
defeat of most of their caudidates, It 
seoms also as if Lord Rosebery had 
missed his opportunity ; but proe 
bably it will be moro eatisfactory ta 
the “mnjority of Euglishmon that the 
question, and whatever designs of Ri 
sin may be bebind it, should be dealt 
with by the Salisbury cabinet, Ou

Berlin Conference, and the arrangement 
come to was proposed at his instance. The 
German press was apathetic, the Vienua 
divided in opinion, the Frenoh saw ouly 
that might be used to float 
England, while M.de Freycinet hasteu- 
ed to inform the world that he would 
maintain “an attitude of complete 
indifference as regards the abolition of 
the free port of Batoum,” thus farther 
developing his peculiar policy, of which 
the fruils are to be seen iu the position 
of his country in Egyptian and Greek 
affairs. Behind Batoum are tho Bute 
garian aud Greck questions, both kept 
open by Ruasia, aud wearing a very 
serious appearance since the Czar tore 
up a part of the Treaty of Berlin. The 
abseuce of the Czar from the meeting 
of the Emperors of Germany aud 
Austria, and the dissolution of the 

‘ipartite alliance, seems to have been 
anticipated as soon as the Russian 
action about Batoum was made known. 
So long as Germany and Austria aot 
in concert in the affairs of the Sonth. 
cust of Europe, Russia caunot do much 
to carry out her plans of aggrandise- 
mout, She can keep Bulgaria disturbed, 
make Greece her catspaw, convert Ba- 
toum into a place of arms from the 
essentially commercial port she engaged 
to keep it, but she geta uo nearer 
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Constantinople. Indeed, it may be that 
in the ill-will of the small kingdoms of 
the peniusula eho will erect a barrier 
that will prevent her ever cutering 
the City. England is now froe, ac- 
cording to most of the Loudon papers, 
to send her ships of war through the 
Straits without asking any one’s leave, 
but she is likely to leave that freedom 
in abeyance. The country will not 
become excited over the cynical repudia- 
tion by Russia of her soven-year-old 
engagements. It is significant of the 
state of feeling in England to find the 
organ of the Couservative party saying 
that there is uo reason why England 
should put herself forward as the 
special champion either of Turkey or 
the Berlin Treaty, and adding that only 
when Austria and Germany do their 
daty and take their share in defending 
the Treaty of Borlin will they find in 
England ‘a prompt aud energetic ool- 
league. Not all Princo Bismarck’s 
stateoraft, eked out by that of Vionus 
aud Buda-Pesth will, it affirms, suc- 
ceed in entrapping the country into 
doing for these Powers what thoy must 
do for themselves, or at any rate in 
co-operation with England. 














MEETING OF THE BRITISH CHAMBERS OF 
COMMERCE. 

In the Covfereuce Hall of the Colin- 
dories, as this year’s exhibition at 
Brompton is grotesquely called, there 
was held on tho Gth of July the first 
the Chambers of Commerce 
1h Empire, delegates havirg 
beou invited from all over the world, 
and about 150 gentlemen boing present, 
Mr, H. J. Tritton, the President of the 
Londou Chamber, was in the chair, and 
the first incident was the reading of a 
paper by the Seoretary of the High 
Commissioner for Cauada on “ Emigra- 
subjeot which one would think 
was almost outside the functions of 
Chambers of Commerce, This was fol- 
Jowed by the unanimous adoption of a 
resolution urging the British aud Co- 
Governments to eucourage emi- 

gration to British colonies; aud then 
Sir James Anderson, once a captain in 
the Cunard Service, then commander 
of the Great Eastern, aud now one of 
the great author on submarine 
tolegraphis, road a paper on “Telegraph 
Reform.” Ho urged that the govern- 
ments most interested should guarantee 
a general dividend of four per cont. to 
the existing submarine cable compauics, 
whioh would onable large reductions to 
be made in the tariffs, aud wonld lead 
to such an iuorease in the traffic, that 
extensions would be readily paid for 
without subventions or subsid but 
considering how shamofally the money 
has been wasted,and the stock of some of 
the companies watered, it is vory un- 
likely that such a suggestion would be 
adopted. Ho then fell foul of tho pre- 
sont code-system, which he declared to 
bo unfair,and illegal, and destined before 
long toan abropt ending. It is not how- 
ever ay enjoyment of the labour ofcom- 
piling aud deciphering cipher messager, 




















that has impelled merchants to the use 
of codes, but the prohibitory cost of 
telegraphing in plain language ; and ns

simple despatch. It is only a certain 
percentage on their busiuess that mor 
chants can afford to spend in tele. 
graphing about’ it; and if messages 
were obliged to be longer, fewer of 
them would be sent. Sir Jumes went on 
to say that if the governments of the 
world agreed to his suggestion of a 
guaranteed dividend, they would all be 
interested, even in time of war, in 
securing the cables from harm; but it 
is obvious that no such consideration 
would stop goverment, at war, from 
cutting a cable if it nw a large present 
advantage in the act, The speaker 
pointed out that the ouly real security 
was iu having alternative routes, aud 
in being always prepared to lay 
strategical cables, when necessary. Sab- 
marine cables, he farther remarked, 
should always be laid on the frequeuted 
tracks at sen ; and long stretches should 
bo avoided, as thoy were as onsy to cut 
as short ones, and far more difficult tu 
ropnir. It did not soem to strike Sir 
James Anderson that these two re- 
commendations would often neutralise 
each other. His paper was followed by 
a resolution, urging upon the Govern. 
mont the reduotion of beyond-sea postal 
and telegraph charges, and the neutra- 
lisation of cables. ‘he Marquis of 
Lorne came uext, with a paper on Im. 
perial Federation; but this question 
has been so thrashed out in the last 
few mouths, that wo do uot propose to 
devote any time to it now. Sir Charles 
Tupper, Sir Aloxandor Gult, 
Saul Samuel took part in the 
sion, the last throwing a considerable 
amoant of cold water on the subject, 
by stating that “before any commer- 
cial federation could be om plished, 
free trade must be established between 
England and her colonies.” This is 
much too large an order to take in 
hand at once, The resolution which 
followed was more practical than tho 
discussion, being obiefly to tho effoot 
that tho ropreseutatives in London 
of the colonies should be consulted 
iu fature, before commercial treati 
wore soltled ; a porfectly harmless pro- 
position, 

The Codification of Commercial Law 
was the next subject Laudled, the open- 
ing paper being read by Professor 
Leone Le There is no doubt that 
the historian of the fatare will regard 
with amazomont the patience with 
which the English-speaking peoples 
endure the present coudition of their 
Law, and ils “nngodly jumble”: bat 
when, if ever, really euergetio steps 
will be taken to revise aud codify it, 
it is impossible to say. The nece 
for codification is 60 uudeniably obvious, 
































that we need not dwell on This 
closed the business for the first day. 
The second day’s proceedings were 
opened with a speech by Mr. Pearson 
Bill ou Postal Reform. The chief 
object of his apeech was to urge that 
the Postal Union rate of 2}d. should 
be extended to the colomes; and indeed 
it is a little irritating that we, the 
pioneers in.postal reform, should now 
lng behind France aud’ the United 
States, as we do; a reproach that is no 
doubt really due to the excess of red 
tape in the General Post Office, Lon 
don, aud its effective ignorance of the 
advantages which competing countries 
offer to their citizeus at the public 
cost. Unfortunately, our Post Office 
service has become a material source of 
revenue to the T'reasury, which it should 
uever have been allowed to be, and the 
‘Treasury is in arms at onoe if conces 
sions to the public are proposed, that 
would endanger the present revenue, 
Mr, Goorge Baden-Powell followed 
with a long and interesting paper on 
State Guarantees of War Riske at sea, 
Tho subject is toe vast for us to hope 
to treat it properly in this brief notice ; 
bat the writer scome to have omitted 
to oorisider the room that would be loft 
for fraud and evasion, if the State under. 
took to pay for all private property 
captured or destroyed at soa by an 
enemy. As aualtoruative, Mr, Baden 
Powell recommended the abolition of 
the auti-privateoring articles of the 
Declaration of Paris, whioh would be fol. 
lowed by the gonoral arming of British 
merchautmen, ‘The subject was ree 
legated to the Organising Committee, 
Next come the burning question of 
Bi-motallism, opened by the reading of 
fa papor by Mr. Huoke Gibbs, in whioh 
the stock arguments of the bi-metalliste 
were once wore energetically advanced, 
He was opposed by Mr. Willinm Fowlor, 
who strongly depreonted the interfor= 
ence of goveruments with financial 
questions, using the Bland Act io the 
United States, which. had doue a Great 
deal to intensify the evils it was met 
to cure, as a warniog. ‘The cual 
fall in prices, he urged, was mainly 
due to the “vast ingenuity of man 
always working to diminish space aud 
time.” Mr, Bothell, of the Bombay 
Chambor of Commerce, followed on the 
samo side, aud said that he had been 
sont with instractious from his Chamber 
to vole against bi-metallism in the in- 
tereste of India, Mr. Adamson of Singa- 
pore took a similar view, and afler a

Ever since then she has been runing on 
the coast. She left Nagasaki on ‘Tuo 
the 10th instant, with » cargo of coals for 
Bongkong. Ou’ Thursday night she en- 
countered a typhoon, and for two di 











time she appears to have experienced the 
full force of the typhoon, and on Friday 
her decks were cleau swept and her boats 
all carried away, mhile there were two feet 


of water in the fore hold and the coals got 
into the bilzes, making it difficult to clear 
the water out of her. In this plight the 
Captain, on Sunday morning, saw land, 
which proved to be the Taichow Islands, 
He then ateered in, in order to anchor, 
but the vessel at 3 p.m. steuck on a reef 
in three fathoms and filled, settling down 
on the bottom — Under the stern there was 
five fathoms. The Chixtung came along an 
houe after the accident, auchored, and 
maiued all She sent her boats in the 
afternoon and with the assistance of some 
fishermen, took on board the Captain, the 
chief officer, engineors and tailors, and pro 
ceededuext morning at about 6 v'elock on 
her voyage. ‘The secoud mate, Mr. Atkin 
sou, aud ten Chinese firemen were takeu off 
the weook by the fishermen, but the latter 
refused to put them on board the Chintuig. 
‘The Madras remained above water till dark,
